WASHINGTON, Maroh s.--Tlie supreme 
court of the United States to-day reii- 
dered à decision in the case of the Lou^ 
isville, New Orleans and Texas railroad 
company against the state of Mississippi, 
involving the validity cf the Mississippi 
state law requring: all railroads operat- 
ing in the state to provide separate com- 
partments on cars for whit© and colored 
people. 


The question àè issue was whether the 
law is a iregulation of interstate com- 
merce and therefore beyond the power 
of the state. This was not a civil action 
brought by an individual to recover 
damages for being compelled to occupy 
one particular compartment, or pre- 
vented from riding on the train, and no 
alleged violation of personal rights was 
involved. 


The supreme coUrfc of Mississippi 
whén it decided the case held that the 
statute applied 
solely 
to . commerce 
within the state, and that the colistruc- 
tion beicg the construction of the stat- 
ute by its highest court, is acqepted as 
conclusive by the supreme court of the 
United States in their decision to-day. 
The court sees no error in the ruling of 
the supreme court of Mississippi and its 
judgmejat and decision adverse to the 
railroad companies is affirmed. Judge 
Brewer read the assent of the court to 
which Justices 
Harlan 
and Bradly 
briefly dissented.

NASHVILIJE, Tenn. March 3—The Cum- 
berland river has risen to 49 feet 8 inches 
and was still rising. As the water ex- 
tended further up the depressions 
three htmdred families were compelled 
to move, and, in many cases was great 
suffering. Backwaters could, yesterday 
afternoon be seen in every direction. 
Much distress prevails among poor peo- 
ple in Sulphur Spring bottom. 


Many cottages in East Nashville are 
now uninhabitable, and nearly all of 
the eleven saw mills on the river are 
surrounded by water. 
Communication 
with several places of business has been 
cut off. First 
street is inundated, 
forcing the discontinuance of cars on 
North East Nashville street railroads. 
The trestle of the West Nashville dum- 
my line in Sulphur Spring bottom sunk» 
and the cars on the road were discon- 
tinued. The water is five feet deep on 
Lion street and houses in that vicin- 
ity have to be reached by boats. Out 
houses are floating away. Red river is 
on a boom and has swept away thous- 
ands of dollars worth of timber and 
fencing. The false work at Port Royal, 
constructed to put up the iron bridge 
over Sulpher Ford, has gone down. 


BOSTON, March 3.—A heavy storm 
has been raging 
here since about 1 
p. m. Sunday. About seven inches of 
snow have fallen up to this hour. Ad- 
vices. from points on Cape Cod, New- 
port, Portsmouth, N. H., New Bedford, 
Mass., New Haven, Conn., and other 
places report the worst storm of the 
season.

The Waterworks Trustees and C. B. 
Holly Warned by tho 
Couneil. 


In accordance with a communication 
recently submitted to the common coun- 
cil by Waterworks Trustee J. Sion 
Smith, legal notice has been served 
upon the waterworks trustees and C. B. 
Holly to the effect that the new water- 
works engine is being altered without 
the consent of the common council; 
and that if said engine does not meet 
the guaranteed test of 6,000,000 gallons 
per twenty-Wr hours the machine will 
not be accepted by the council. 


It is already well known that the ca- 
pacity of this new engine is beyond the 
requirements of the water service, under 
which circumstances it was deemed 
proper to "bush" it down to the present 
needs. This work has been going on 
for some time past and is now about 
finished. 


Waterworks Trustee Smith claims that 
the engine "bushed" cannot furnish the 
6,000,000 gallons per twenty-four hours, 
as called fcr, in its altered condition, 
unless the machine is run beyond its 
natural ratio, thereby wearing out the 
engine faster than it otherwise would. 


On the other hand it is claimed that 
a very satisfactory test can be made and 
that tiie new engine will prove desirable 
in all respects. 


The changes in the engine are made, 
however, at the risk of the Holly com- 
pany. The notices are signed by P. J. 
Scheid, H. A. Read and J. C. Kensil, 
of the water works committee, and the 
mayor and city attorney. The papers 
were served by Officer Patten to-day.

RAIIiKOAD RVMOR 


That the t^tandard Will Go Into the 
Railroad Business and Absorb 
the Mahoningr* 


A rumor based on inside information, 
has been current at Lima, O., for a few 
days to the effect that the Standard Oil 
comjiany is negotiating for the purchase 
of the Dayton and Delphos nan-ow guage 
railroad, a line running through the 
Mercer county gas and oil district, and 
that they will extend the line north from 
Delphos to connect with the American 
Midland, a line nmning from Findlay 
to Glandorf. 


At Findlay they will connect with the 
Toledo, Columbus and Cincinnati for 
Toledo and Michigan points, and will 
use the line for the transportation of 
fuel oil. 
It is also said that they desire 
to come into possession of portions of 
the Miami canal bed and are endeavor- 
ing to purchase the St. Mary's reservoir, 
with the intention of utilizing the land 
for gas and oil purposes. This could 
easily be done by draining off the vaat 
body of water which now covers an area 
of twelve square miles and is the largest 
artificial body of water in the world. 
The details of this scheme are supposed 
to be under consideration in New York.

It 
is feared that he was cremated in the 
fiames.

Bender* a Decision Regarding Sepa- 


rate Compartments on Railroad* 


for White and Colored 


People. 


WASHINOTOS, March s.—The supremo 


court of the United States to-day ren- 
dered a decision in the case of the Lou- 
isville, New Orleans and Texas railroad 
company against tho state of Mississippi, 
involving the validity cf tho Mississippi 
state law requiring all railroads operat- 
ing in the state to provide separate com- 
partments on cars for whits and colored 
people. 


Tee question hi issue was whether the 


law is a i-egulation of interstate com- 
merce and therefore beyond the power 
of tho state. This was not a civil action 
brought by an individual to recover 
damages for being compelled to occupy 
one partictt'ar compartment, or pre- 
vented from riding on the train, and no 
alleged violation of personal rights was 
involved. 


The supreme cotirfc of Mississippi 


when if decided tho case held that the 
statute applied 
solely to commerce 


within the state, and that the construc- 
tion being the construction of the stat- 
ute by its highest court, is accepted as 
conclusive by tho supreme court of the 
United States in their decision to-day. 
The court sees DO error in the ruling of 
the supreme court of Mississippi and its 
judgment and decision adverse to the 
railroad companies is affirmed. Judge 
Brewer read the assent of the conrt to 
which Justices Harlan and Bradly 
briefly dissented.
